Bloc economic overtures. In order to achieve this 
purpose, a maxi®*® masher of exssples from published 
sources has been included. In some instances information 
from classified sources has been used, but the inf or* 
nation itself has been declassified. Therefore, ell 
the examples contained in the paper may be freely 
discussed with foreign nationals, although obviously in 
some cases no source attribution may be made . Infor- 
mation which has bees obtained from quotable sources is 
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Because the examples have been drawn from many 
countries and because they relate to varied experiences, 
it is felt that the paper will be useful for Americas 
official® in almost all countries confronted with the 
problem of Bloc economic penetration. Obviously, 
there will be a need for selectivity in using examples 
which will be appropriate for local situations.
